In  addition,  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  the 
Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  have  developed  a  program  of  visitation 
to  the  various  units  of  the  University  in  which  ilndian  students 
are  enrolled.   The  aim  of  this  program  Is  to  provide  an  off- 
campus  listening  ear  which  may  help  the  student  adjust  to  college 
life  and  prevent  an  early  termination  of  his  college  education.

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BLACKFEET  INDIAN  RESERVATION 

The  Blackfeet  Indian  Reservation  is  located  in  northwestern  Montana, 
just  east  of  Glacier  National  Park.  It  is  one  of  our  larger  reservations 
with  boundaries  stretching  into  both  Glacier  and  Pondera  Counties. 

The  Blackfeet  people  are   a  confederation  of  tribes  consisting  of 
Blackfeet,  Bloods,  and  Piegans.   Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs'  figures  show 
that  there  are  close  to  12,000  enrolled  members  of  this  tribe;  of  these 
more  than  one-half  live  on  the  reservation. 

Children  from  this  reservation  generally  attend  public  schools  near 
their  homes.  There  are   some  children  who,  due  to  isolation  or  adverse 
social  conditions,  are  sent  to  off-reservation  boarding  schools  or  to  a 
modern  boarding  facility  maintained  by  the  Bureau  of  indlan  Affairs  about 
six  miles  north  of  Browning;  these  children  are   transported  to  Browning 
Public  Schools  for  formal  education. 

Financial  support  to  the  public  schools,  other  than  local  or  state 
funds,  comes  from  the  United  States  Office  of  Education  under  the  authority 
of  Public  Law  Sjk.      Some  Johnson  O'Malley  funds  have  been  allocated  to 
certain  schools  of  this  reservation  in  support  of  school  lunch  programs. 

The  Bureau  of  Sndian  Affai"s  maintains  a  staff  member  in  education 
who  works  closely  with  the  public  schools  and  the  parents  in  an  attempt 
to  bring  greater  cooperation  and  understanding.

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CROW  INDIAN  RESERVATION 

The  reservation  of  the  Crows  is  located  south  and  east  of  the  city 
of  Billings.   The  reservation  provides  a  home  for  approximately  3,200 
Crows  and  another  1  j-i+OO  or  so  living  off  reservation.   Lands  of  this 
reservation  extend  into  Big  Horn  and  Yellowstone  Counties. 

Many  Crows  have  taken  up  temporary  or  permanent  residence  in  the  city 
of  Billings  and,  of  course,  the  children  of  these  families  attend  the 
Billings  schools.   Reservation  children  receive  their  formal  education  in 
public  schools,  mission  schools,  and  off-reservation  boarding  schools 
operated  by  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs.  The  Crow  language  is  still  used 
rather  extensively  which  does  create  some  language  problems  in  teaching, 
and  in  the  use  of  English  in  the  schools. 

The  tribe  has  received  sizable  sums  of  money,  both  from  lands  used 
for  the  construction  of  YellowtaH  Dam  and  from  favorable  judgments  of  the 
(Indian  Claims  Commission.  These  funds  are  spent  by  the  individual  tribe 
members  on  an  approved  plan.   Th;s  planning  has  affected  education  in  that 
many  new  houses  have  beep  built  v/hich  have  tended  to  Improve  the  environ- 
ment, and  some  monies  have  been  used  directly  for  educational  purposes. 

An  education  committee  of  tribal  government  has  been  active  in 
assisting  Crow  youth  in  educational  activities.   This  includes  screening 
applicants  for  the  tribal  scholarships. 

The  problem  of  availability  of  high  schools  for  children  on  the  west- 
ern edge  of  the  reservation  is  at  least  partially  solved  by  the  children 
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attending  high  school  in  Edgar,  which  is  located  off  the  reservation. 

The  operating  budgets  for  all  public  schools  within  the  reservation 

are  supported  by  funds  from  the  United  States  Office  of  Education 

authorized  under  Public  Law  87^+.

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FLATHEAD  INDIAN  RESERVATION 

The  Flathead  Indian  Reservation  Is  Montana's  only  reservation 
located  west  of  the  Continental  Divide,   This  reservation  encompasses 
lands  in  Lake,  Sanders,  and  Missoula  Counties. 

The  Flathead  people  are  a  confederation  of  Salish  and  Kootenai 
Tribes;  however,  there  has  been  a  high  degree  of  integration  with  non- 
Indians  on  this  reservation  which  has  caused  a  considerable  thinning  of 
the  blood.   Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs'  population  estimates  show  a  total 
enrollment  of  5,248,  with  approximately  one-half  living  off-reservation, 

Flathead  children  receive  their  formal  education  in  public,  mission, 
and  federal  off-reservation  boarding  schools. 

Federal  financial  assistance  for  public  schools  on  this  reservation 
comes  primarily  under  the  authority  of  Public  Law  874,  This  assistance, 
however,  is  not  too  extensive  due  to  the  taxes  derived  from  improvements 
on  federal  property,  the  greatest  of  which  Is  Kerr  Dam,  located  near  the 
city  of  Poison.  Some  Johnson  O'Malley  funds  are  allocated  to  public  schools 
on  this  reservation,  both  for  special  services  and  for  operation. 

The  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  does  not  maintain  educational  facilities 
on  this  reservation;  however,  they  do  have  a  staff  member  In  education  who 
works  closely  with  the  public  schools  and  the  parents  In  an  attempt  to 
bring  about  greater  cooperation  and  understanding.

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FORT  BELKNAP  INDIAN  RESERVATION 

The  Fort  Belknap  Indian  Reservation,  located  in  northcentral  Montana, 
is  the  home  of  approximately  1,600  Gros  Ventre  and  Assiniboine  people. 
There  is,  also,  a  small  number  of  Chippewa  and  Cree  who  have  no  tribal 
assets  but  live  on  this  reservation.   Most  of  the  people  live  in  the 
valley  of  the  Milk  River  and  at  the  northern  foot  of  the  Little  Rocky 
Mountains. 

Education  for  Fort  Belknap  children  is  provided  by  public  schools 
on  or  near  the  reservation,  one  mission  school  at  the  southern  end  of  the 
reservation,  and  off-reservation  boarding  schools  maintained  by  the 
Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs.   St.  Paul's  Mission  at  Hays  operates  the  only 
high  school  on  the  reservation. 

Public  schools  on  or  near  this  reservation  have  received  considerable 
financial  support  from  the  United  States  Office  of  Education  under  the 
authority  of  Public  Law  874.   Some  Johnson  0 'Mai  ley  monies  have  been  used 
in  support  of  special  services  provided  children  of  this  reservation.

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FORT  PECK  INDIAN  RESERVATION 

The  Fort  Peck  Indian  Reservation  is  situated  in  nortiieastern  Montana, 
This  reservation  is  the  home  of  about  ^,000  Indians  who  belong  to  two 
distinct  tribal  groups,  the  Sioux  and  Assiniboine.   Most  of  the  Indian 
people  live  along  the  north  bank  of  the  Missouri  River  which  bounds  the 
reservation  on  the  south.  The  Sioux  live  toward  the  east  and  the 
Assiniboine  toward  the  west, 

Indian  children  receive  their  formal  education  in  public,  parochial, 
and  off-reservation  boarding  schools.   Records  indicate  that  children 
from  this  reservation  have  attended  public  schools  since  1935,  which  has 
resulted  in  considerable  integration  in  the  communities  of  residence. 

Federal  financial  support  to  public  schools  is  in  the  form  of  Public 
Law  874  funds;  however,  revenues  derived  from  improvements  on  federal 
property  have  in  some  cases  been  large  enough  to  completely  cancel 
payments  under  this  program.   Johnson  0 'Mai  ley  supplemental  aid  has  been 
used  in  the  support  of  school  lunches  served  free  to  indigent  Indian  pupils.

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NORTHERN  CHEYENNE  INDIAN  RESERVATION 

The  Northern  Cheyenne  Indian  Reservation  is  a  small  reservation 
created  by  executive  order  to  provide  a  home  for  the  Cheyenne  Indians 
who  refused  to  stay  in  Oklahoma.   Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs'  figures 
show  that  there  are  approximately  2,000  Northern  Cheyennes  who  make  their 
home  on  this  reservation. 

Education  for  Northern  Cheyenne  children  is  secured  in  public  schools 
on  or  off  the  reservation,  in  a  mission  school  just  off  the  reservation, 
and  in  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs'  day  and  boarding  schools  on  or  off  the 
reservat  ion. 

Federal  support  of  public  schools  has  been  in  the  nature  of  re- 
imbursement from  the  United  States  Office  of  Education  under  the 
authority  of  Public  Law  87^.  There  have  been  no  Johnson  O'Malley  funds 
channeled  to  the  schools  of  this  reservation  for  several  years.

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ROCKY  BOY'S  INDIAN  RESERVATION 

The  Rocky  Boy's  Reservation  is  a  small  reservation  situated  about 
twenty-five  miles  south  of  Havre.   This  reservation  was  established  by 
executive  order  to  provide  a  home  for  a  group  of  homeless  Chippewa  and 
Cree  Indians,   It  is  estimated  there  are  878  people  of  Chippewa-Cree 
extraction  who  live  on  this  reservation. 

The  children  of  this  reservation  are  educated  in  public  schools  on 
or  off  the  reservation.  The  Havre  public  school  system  has  assumed  the 
responsibility  for  the  education  of  the  children  who  come  from  this  res- 
ervation, and  maintain  an  elementary  school  in  the  community  near  the 
Rocky  Boy's  Agency.   Some  of  the  children,  however,  choose  to  attend  the 
public  schools  at  Box  Elder.   A  program  designed  to  meet  some  remedial 
needs  has  been  conducted  at  the  Rocky  Boy  School  for  the  last  two 
summers. 

Again  the  Office  of  Education  plays  an  important  part  in  the 
financial  support  of  the  school  systems  on  or  off  this  reservation. 
Johnson  0 'Mai  ley  funds  are  used  to  supplement  local  revenue  for  special 
services  rendered  to  Indian  children. 

The  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  maintains  a  staff  member  in  education 
who  works  closely  with  the  public  schools  and  the  parents  in  an  attempt 
to  bring  greater  cooperation  and  understanding.

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COMMENTS  CONCERNING  PROBLEMS  IN  INDIAN  EDUCATION 
FROM  EDUCATORS  IN  THE  FIELD 


"The  sterotyping  of  the  Indian  child  by  others  in  the  community  continues 
to  be  the  biggest  obstacle  to  meeting  the  real  needs  of  that  child.   Only  a 
system  of  community  reeducation  for  the  whites  in  the  community  will  help  us 
to  help  the  Indian,   I  guess  that  I  would  say  that  the  biggest  problem  the 
Indian  has  is  the  white  man. 

"I  experienced  no  problems  this  year  that  couldn't  have  been  improved 
by  the  ability  to  use  a  little  vision  in  attacking  them." 

Administrator 

"There  is  a  dire  need  for  remedial  and  guidance  work  at  the  elementary 
level  if  we  are  to  combat  the  Indian  drop-out.  With  these  areas  included  in 
our  program,  we  would  be  more  able  to  attack  the  environmental  handicaps 
which  accompany  the  Indian  youth  into  the  modern  school." 

Administrator 

"Attendance  poor,  parental  influence  very  poor,  lack  of  discipline  in 
the  home.  Poor  study  habits  and  a  lack  of  regard  for  property  of  others." 

Administrator 

"It  seems  to  be  a  problem  trying  to  keep  them  in  school  every  day. 
The  parents  do  not  stress  the  need  of  a  good  education." 

Publ ic  School  Clerk 
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\  "There  is  much  evidence  that  our  students  have  habits  and  attitudes 
that,  under  some  circumstances,  could  lead  to  their  being  superior  students 
and  would  be  in  great  demand  in  our  society.   Problems  that  prevent  them 
from  doing  this  lie  in  incompatibilities  of  our  school  system. 

"The  Indians  do  not  agree  as  to  the  purpose,  authority,  limitations,  or 
methods  of  the  school . 

"A  white  dominated  school  board  develops  suspicions  among  Indian  parents. 
(The  nature  of  Indian  traditions  is  such  that  an  Indian  school  board  would 
probably  not  work  in  the  best  interests  of  the  students  either.) 

"The  County  Superintendent  places  Indian  schools  on  an  equal  and 
competitive  basis  with  while  schools.  This  is  bound  to  demoralize  the 
students  and  agitate  unrest  among  the  parents. 

"Indians  respond  well  to  requests  and  encouragement.   Laws  and  orders 
or  force  usually  result  in  successful  resistance.   Often  policies  and 
regulations  result  in  a  complete  lack  of  cooperation  with  the  school.  There 
is  no  practical  way  to  enforce  laws  or  authority  in  this  school.} 

"Often  whites  who  work  or  have  worked  with  Indians  seem  to  lose  sight 
of  the  fact  that  Indians  are  somewhat,  but  not  distinctly,  different  from 
whites  in  their  values  and  attitudes.   This  is  sometimes  the  result  of  Indians 
who  profess  to  have  the  same  attitudes  and  values  as  whites,  but  also  proves 
to  be  hypocritical.   This  leads  to  antagonism  and  much  confusion."

"Attendance  continues  to  be  a  problem.   The  majority  of  Indian  students 
are  from  economic  and  culturally  deprived  homes.   Perhaps  the  President's  new 

bills  will  help?" 

Administrator 
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"Our  greatest  problem  here  is  the  general  poverty  of  the  Indian  families 
and  the  lack  of  sufficient  finances  to  offer  much  more  than  the  minimum 
required  programs,  but  this  applies  to  both  Indian  and  white  and  is  not 
peculiar  to  the  Indians, 

"There  is  no  noticeable  difference  in  attendance  between  the  Indian  and 
white  groups  and,  if  anything,  we  have  more  retardation  and  lack  of  interest 
among  the  whites," 

Administrator 

i"\    have  become  aware  of  this  problem  in  dealing  with  Indian  students. 
They  have  a  feeling  of  general  inadequacy  in  their  ability  to  compete  with 
white  students.   Not  only  do  they  feel  that  white  students  have  some  advantage 
because  they  are  taught  by  white  teachers,  they  also  feel  they  are  unable  to 
compete  successfully  because  of  their  cultural  background.   Because  they 
feel  this  way,  they  become  easily  discouraged  and  it  is  an  exceptional 
Indian  student  who  will  try  to  achieve  with  the  idea  of  trying  to  do  better 
than  the  average  work.   They  seem  satisfied  in  most  instances  with  C  and  D 
grades,  although  I    think  they  rationalize  their  explanations  for  poor  marks. 
Another  problem  is  attendance.   This  seems  to  be  a  result  of  permissiveness 
of  parents.   Any  efforts  to  take  punitive  measures  to  reduce  absenteeism 
only  antagonizes  parents.   Many  excuses  signed  by  parents  merely  say 
"Johnny  wasn 't  feeling  good"."

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\  "Our  main  problem  with  Indian  students  is  motivation  and  its  resulting 
effect  on  attendance.   This,  we  feel,  is  partly  due  to  the  conflict  in  life 
goals  which  stems  from  difference  in  Indian  culture  as  compared  to  that  of 
the  so  called  white  culture. "b 

"In  a  few  instances,  health  has  been  a  problem.   The  student  has  not 
been  able  to  get  the  intensive  follow-through  medical  attention  which  is  so 
often  needed  in  serious  cases." 

Administrator 

"The  greatest  problem  is  regular  school  attendance.   The  second  biggest 
problem  is  the  use  of  the  English  language  in  a  degree  that  is  fluent.   The 
great  parental  neglect  is  probably  the  underlying  cause  of  our  big  problems." 

Principal  Parochial  School 

"The  problems  are   very  much  the  same,  I  am  sorry  to  say.   We  still 
fight  the  attendance  figures.   it  is  so  difficult  to  get  anything  done  either 
in  school  or  on  the  job  if  you  are  never  there.   Our  Indian  students,  of 
which  we  have  83,  missed  an  average  of  16  days  per  student  this  year.  There 
is  more  work  to  be  done  at  the  lower  educational  levels  and  with  the  parents." 

High  School  Principal 

/f"The  problems  we  face  in  educating  Indian  children  tend  to  remain  the 
same  year  after  year.   These  children,  generally  come  from  economically  and 
environmentally  deprived  homes.   They  arrive  in  school  as  first  graders  with 
severely  retarded  development  in  the  communicative  arts.  t> 
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"Consequent ly ,  by  being  deprived  of  these  valuable  enrichment  experiences 

in  their  formative  years  (3-6  years  old)  they  never  seem  to  catch  up 
regardless  of  the  remedial  and  grouping  techniques  used.   Until  programs  are 

developed  to  enrich  the  environment  of  these  3,  ^,  and  5  year  old  children, 

highly  successful  educational  experiences  are  doubtful.  Perhaps  these  new 
government  programs  will  offer  some  solutions."
